Report from Pensacola, Fla. — Enteric fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Kennedy reports, September 4, as follows: 
During the month of August, 1906, 15 cases of enteric fever were 
reported. Five of these cases came direct from Lockhart, Ala. 
Mosquitoes of all varieties are very scarce.

— Reports to the State board of health, Albany, for the 
month of Julj% 1906, from 156 cities, towns, and villages, having an 
aggregate population of 8,198,500, show a total of 11,931 deaths, 
including diphtheria 150, enteric fever 97, measles 86, scarlet fever 
34, whooping cough 93, and 1,107 from phthisis pulmonalis.
